Change is one indication of progress. 
Reading past issues of the Bulletin of the 
School Library Association of California 
we are soon aware of the many changes 
that have taken place over the years — 
of the many new ventures tried as school 
librarians in California have endeavored 
enthusiastically and faithfully to promote 
and advance our profession. 

An innovation this year is the publica- 
tion of the Directory issue of the Bulletin 
in January instead of March. This is being 
done at the suggestion of several mem- 
bers who feel that the Directory will be 
more useful if it is issued at mid-year 
rather than near the close of our year’s 
activities. 

We are also trying to make the Direc- 
tory issue a handbook. Our membership 
has increased — there are many librarians 
new to the association and new to Cali- 


fornia, who we felt migh: .- better ac- 
quainted with SLAC if we iacluded in 
this issue a review of the association’s 
past achievements, present practices, and 
future plans. For these newcomers we 
hope that this brief historical sketch will 
provide capsule information about SLAC. 
For the members of long standing per- 
haps it will afford a brief interlude of 
happy reminiscence. 

The SLAC will soon be Jack Benny’s 
age — thirty-nine years young on August 
25, 1954. A small group of school libra- 
rians who were attending an NEA meet- 
ing in Oakland, August 25, 1915, formed 
a California school library association and 
adopted a constitution. The purpose of 
the association was to further the develop- 
ment of school library work in California. 
The following librarians were present: 
Marion L. Horton, Fremont High School, 
Oakland; Lucy Lay, Los Angeles High 
School, Los Angeles; Mrs. Elizabeth Madi- 
son, Oakland High School, Oakland; Ella 
S. Morgan, Lincoln High School, Los An- 
geles; Marion Pryne, Orange High School, 
Orange; Mellie Scholes, Santa Barbara 
State Normal, Santa Barbara; Rosemary 
Stolz, Technical High School, Oakland; 
and Marjorie Van Deusen, Los Angeles 
State Normal, Los Angeles. 

From the beginning the organization 
has been divided into the northern and 
southern sections, to facilitate local meet- 
ings. The southern section consists of 
Mono, Inyo, Tulare, Kern and all coun- 
ties south. The northern section consists 
of Fresno, Kings, Monterey, and all coun- 
ties north. In the beginning, as now, each 
section had its own executive officers, but 
the standing committees differ. Currently 
the northern section has sixteen function- 
ing committees; the southern section has 
nine. The office of state president alter- 
nates between the northern and the south- 
ern sections. When the president is from 











the northern section, the vice-president is 
from the south, and vice versa. The vice- 
president is the president-elect. The state 
president is nominated by the section of 
which he is a member, but he is elected 
by the members of the state association. 
Since 1935 there has been a state execu- 
tive board. 

For a number of years the state presi- 
dent supervised the interests of the whole 
state and edited the Bulletin which publi- 
cation was planned to keep members in- 
formed of library conditions and of new 
ideas in school work. The president no 
longer edits the Bulletin which is the re- 
sponsibility of the bulletin staff consist- 
ing of the editor, the associate editor, the 
business manager, the subscription editor, 
and assistants. Since 1944 the editor and 
the associate editor have been nominated 
by the section to which they belong, but 
they are elected by the members of the 
association. When the editor is from the 
north, the associate editor is from the 
south, and vice versa. The editor and the 
president are from the same section. The 
original state Bulletin was published 
only four times between 1915 and 1927. 
In 1928 the northern section and in 1929 
the southern section issued separate publi- 
cations. These bulletins appeared several 
times a year, edited at first by the pub- 
licity committee of each section and 
printed in school print shops. The two 
publications merged November, 1936, and 
became the Bulletin of the School Library 
Association of California. During the war 
years, 1941 to 1947, when meetings were 
not possible, the Bulletin was the unifying 
factor of the association. 


The first officers of the association 
were: President, Ella S$. Morgan; Vice- 
President, Marion L. Horton; Secretary- 
Treasurer for the southern section, Mar- 
jorie Van Deusen; Secretary-Treasurer for 
the northern section, Mrs. Elizabeth Madi- 
son. By December 1, 1915, thirty-seven 
librarians had joined the new association. 
Today there are 537 members; 288 in the 





southern section, 249 in the northern sec- 
tion. The membership in the beginning 
was composed principally of senior high 
school librarians, but with the growth of 
elementary, junior high, junior college, 
and state college libraries, these librarians 
have joined the association. A few pub- 
lishers’ representatives have long been 
faithful members, and recently the mem- 
bership has included teacher-librarians. 


The first joint meeting of the two sec- 
tions was held in Fresno, November 12, 
1927. Successive joint meetings were 
held in Santa Barbara, April 20, 1929; 
Los Angeles, June 24, 1930; Del Monte, 
April 11, 1931; Santa Barbara, May 7, 
1932; Fresno, October 28, 1933; Santa 
Maria, October 27, 1934; Fresno, October 
19, 1935. Because these joint meetings 
were so successful, the membership felt 
a need for a stronger state association; 
consequently, at the Fresno meeting in 
1935 a complete revision of the consti- 
tution took place. Provision was made 
for a state executive board which con- 
sisted of a president, vice-president, sec- 
retary, treasurer, and the presidents of the 
two sections. Joyce Backus, librarian of 
San Jose State College, was elected first 
state president of the association. The 
new constitution was adopted October 20, 
1935, and it has subsequently been re- 
vised on March 1, 1943; November 17, 
1946; October, 1947; March 12, 1950. 
The new constitution provided for an 
annual meeting, the integrating event of 
the year, to be held each fall. 

SLAC members have joined both school 
and library organizations. Since 1935, 
when the association officially affiliated 
with CTA, there has been a representative 
from each section on the section council, 
and the state president serves on the CTA 
state council. At CLA’s invitation SLAC 
has held meetings with that organization 
whenever possible. The northern section 
scheduled its first author luncheon Octo- 
ber 6, 1951, on the Saturday that the 
annual CLA conference concluded at the 





Fairmont Hotel, San Francisco. There 
were 295 in attendance. Encouraged by 
this response SLAC’s 1952 annual meet- 
ing was held the weekend of CLA’s meet- 
ing in Pasadena. This afforded our mem- 
bers an Opportunity to participate with 
both groups. While that renewed attempt 
at a joint meeting of the state’s two major 
library organizations was marred by some 
dissatisfaction with administrative and 
programming details, nevertheless, the 
third annual joint conference was held at 
Stockton, November 14 and 15, 1953. 


The association is a member of NEA 
and supports a contributing membership 
in ALA. SLAC assisted ALA in a sur- 
vey of library training schools in Cali- 
fornia in 1930. In 1937-1938 a survey of 
the school libraries in California was pro- 
moted by the school librarians, and it was 
brought to completion with the aid of 
the State Department of Education. In 
the November 1953 Bulletin, Thomas B. 
Murray, SLAC president, 1953-54, states, 
“our association has formally endorsed the 
survey of California junior and senior 
high school libraries sponsored by the 
California State Department of Education 
and the California State Library .. .” The 
association was admitted in 1944 to chap- 
ter status in ALA. Marjorie Van Deusen 
was our first representative on the ALA 
council from 1944 to 1948. She was suc- 
ceeded by Jessie Boyd, director of school 
libraries, Oakland, from 1948 to 1952. 
The new ALA representative is Elizabeth 
Williams, supervisor of school libraries, 
Los Angeles, who will serve the 1952- 
1956 term. 

January 16, 1954, at the invitation of 
the California State Audio-Visual Associa- 
tion, SLAC, northern section is meeting 
jointly at Santa Rosa with that associa- 
tion; the California School Supervisors 
Association, bay section; the Bay Area 
Elementary Administrators Association. 
The topic for that meeting is “Better 
Services for Better Learning,” and the 





meeting will be organized to provide for 
cross-section discussion. 


One of the major accomplishments of 
the association was the certification of 
school librarians. Early in SLAC’s history, 
a committee discussed the problem of 
certification with the State Board of Edu- 
cation. On March 27, 1916, five special 
credentials in “library craft, technique and 
use” were granted. In May, 1917, a bill 
was approved which defined school libra- 
rians as teachers, “subject to the burdens 
and entitled to the benefits of the public 
school teacher's retirement fund law,” 
which made it illegal to employ any non- 
certificated person as librarian for more 
than two hours a day in any high school 
of the state. These questions of certifica- 
tion and professional status of school li- 
brarians are problems on which we must 
keep informed and be ready with recom- 
mendations. The credential committee of 
1916 was the nucleous of the professional 
committee in 1928. The state professional 
committee and the professional commit- 
‘ees of both sections have worked jointly 
on certification and training. 


At the state meeting in Fresno, March, 
1948, SLAC undertook a study to deter- 
mine the need for a state school library 
consultant service for California. After 
careful investigation and consideration of 
benefits which would accrue from this 
service, the state professional committee 
under the leadership of Natalie Lapike, 
College of the Sequoias, presented on 
March 20, 1949, to Dr. Roy E. Simpson, 
superintendent of public instruction, its 
formal request for a state school library 
consultant. However, that position was 
not included in the final state budget for 
the year. The need for a school library 
consultant on the staff of the State De- 
partment of Education is urgent and 
should be one of the goals of the asso- 
ciation. 

Many feel that a consultant should be 
appointed before the survey of secondary 
school libraries is conducted. Perhaps the 








results of the survey may prove the need 
for a state consultant to co-ordinate school 
library service throughout the state. 


Perhaps, too, a state consultant could 
help us achieve another goal —a require- 
ment for certification that will necessitate 
all teachers’ taking a course in how to 
use the school library in teaching their 
subject fields. 





While we look forward to a future 
which may bring a state school library 
consultant, we can anticipate during the 
school year, 1954-55, an issue of the Cali- 
ornia Journal of Elementary Education 
devoted entirely to elementary school li- 
braries. The project is sponsored by Helen 
Hefferman, State Department of Educa- 
tion; and Lois Fannin, supervisor of school 
libraries, Long Beach, has been appointed 
general chairman of the committee to 
prepare the material.

Iota chapter became the first chapter 
to be installed in California of Alpha Beta 
Alpha, which was founded May 3, 1950, 
on the campus of Northwestern State 
College, Natchitoches, Louisiana.

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TENTATIVE STANDARDS FOR COUNTY 





SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS LIBRARY SERVICES 
PRELIMINARY STATEMENT 


Library services to county schools were 
originally a part of the county free pub- 
lic library service in California. In 1945, 
the legislators of the State of California 
enacted legislation enabling the county 
superintendent of schools, on agreement 
with the county librarian in the county 
concerned, to assume responsibility for 
the operation of the county school library 
service. The first county to transfer school 
library service to the superintendent of 
schools was Los Angeles, and subsequently 
more than one-third of the counties in 
California have transferred the school li- 
brary service to the county superintendent 
of schools. 

These libraries are centrally housed col- 
lections which circulate books to contract- 
ing school districts, and they offer con- 
sultant services to any district upon re- 
quest. Concurrently there may exist inde- 
pendent libraries in county elementary 
and secondary districts; these may request 
advisory services from the county school 
library. Tentative standards adopted by 
the School Library Association of Cali- 
fornia for elementary schools, junior high 
schools, senior high schools, and junior 
colleges are recommended by county 
school librarians whenever applicable. 

The following tentative standards apply 
specifically to the library services under 
the county superintendent of schools, and 
were prepared to augment the standards 
for other types of school libraries pub- 
lished in the Bulletin of the School Li- 
brary Association of California, v. 24, no. 
2, January 1953. 

STANDARDS 
Scope of Services and Activities 


1. Provide leadership in all matters re- 
lating to books or library problems 


whether or not the school contracts for 
services. 





2. Supply books and other printed ma- 
terials to contracting districts to supple- 
ment the state textbooks in order to en- 
rich the school program and to help 
teachers provide for individual differ- 
ences in children. These materials should 
include both text and trade publications. 

3. Make available the best professional 
education materials to school personnel. 

4. Participate actively in curriculum 
development. 

Personnel 

1. County school libraries should have 
professional librarians in proportion to 
the number of children served: one libra- 
rian to each 5,000 children, or major frac- 
tion thereof, enrolled in schools contract- 
ing for services. If, in addition to book 
services to contracting schools, consult- 
ant service is offered to schools not con- 
tracting for service, there should be addi- 
tional librarians to meet needs. 

2. In addition, non-professional em- 
ployees should be employed in the pro- 
portion of one for each 2,000 pupils, or 
major fraction thereof. 


LIBRARIAN 


1. Duties—The county school librarian 
is responsible to the county superintend- 
ent of schools for administering the li- 
brary service to schools through planning, 
organizing, and co-ordinating the activi- 
ties. 

Responsibilities include: 

a. Preparation and administration of 
the annual budget. 


b. Supervision of library personnel. 

c. Organization for efficient and effec- 
tive distribution to schools. 

d. Maintenance of a library service 
making available to schools a maximum 
quantity and quality of printed materials. 











e. Review, evaluation, and selection of 
materials in co-operation with staff and 
teacher committees. 

f. Organization and participation in 
workshops and other in-service education 
programs. 

g. Interpretation of the role of printed 
materials in the curriculum to teachers, 
administrators, and lay groups. This in- 
terpretive responsibility is shared with 
other members of the county superintend- 
ent’s staff. 

h. Activities to promote the in-service 
education of teachers through increased 
acquaintance with materials and tech- 
niques for their utilization in the class- 
room. This responsibility is also shared 
with other members of the county super- 
intendent’s staff. 

i. Co-ordination of the activities and 
materials of the library service with other 
programs of the county office and with 
other professional groups and organiza- 
tions. 

2. Qualifications 

a. Education 

Present legal requirements as defined 
in the Education Code specify that the 
county superintendent shall employ a li- 
brarian holding a special credential in 
librarianship issued by the State Board 
of Education or having possession of a 
certificate showing completion of a year's 
work in an accredited library school. 
(Education Code, Sec. 19143.) 

Requirements should be increased to 
insure adequate preparation in the fields 
of both librarianship and education. Em- 
phasis should be focused on understand- 
ing the curriculum needs for all instruc- 
tional materials. 


Minimum educational requirements at 
this time should include graduation from 
an accredited library school, plus a teach- 
ing credential, with proviison for later 
increasing this requirement to include a 
supervision or administrative credential. 
Concurrently with increased require- 


ments for such positions, there should be 
provision made to enable librarians to 
further their professional education. 

b. Experience 

The librarian should have at least three 
years of successful administrative experi- 
ence. In addition, experience should be 
required in at least one of the following: 
teaching, school librarianship, children’s 
librarianship. 

c. Personality 

The librarian should be well endowed 
with. those qualities of leadership, tact, 
initiative, and perception which make for 
successful relationships with other people. 

d. Status 

The librarian should have equal rank- 
ing and comparable title with other 
professional members of the county super- 
intendent’s staff. This implies equality re- 
garding working conditions, salary, vaca- 
tions, and sick leave. 

OTHER PROFESSIONAL PERSONNEL 

Other professional positions in county 
school libraries should require graduation 
from an accredited library school, plus 
other qualifications relative to the posi- 
tion. 


Materials 

1. The minimum allotment of books 
per pupil furnished to schools at one time 
should include: supplementary readers, 
science, social studies, health, music, arith- 
metic, art, and other enrichment reading 
books. The number of each type of book 
allotted will vary with curriculum em- 
phasis and with the availability of state 
texts. An adequate book collection to meet 
the need should be maintained at all 
times. This should be a minimum of ten 
books per A.D.A. served. The method of 
distribution will be an influencing factor. 

2. The number of books furnished to 
a school should be determined by the 
number of pupils rather than by the 
amount of money paid for library service. 

3. Encyclopedias, dictionaries, atlases, 
and magazines should be furnished by 
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school districts rather than by the county 
school library. However, aid in selecting 
these items should be available to all 
schools from the library. 


i}. Consumable materials should be fur- 
nished by school districts. 


Budget 

Minimum book budget should be three 
dollars per pupil. This figure is re- 
garded as minimum in view of the recom- 
mendation of two dollars per pupil in 
The Price of Wisdom by the Joint Com- 
mittee of the American Library Associa- 
tion and the National Education Associa- 
tion, published in 1949 by the NEA. Book 
prices have increased substantially since 
1949, and the two dollars figure was on 
the basis of library materials, exclusive of 
textbooks. A more desirable figure to 
cover both supplementary text and library 
book services would be four dollars per 
pupil. 


Building and Equipment 

1. To promote integration of all serv- 
ices emanating from the county superin- 
tendent of schools office, these services 
should be housed together. 

2. There should be standard library 
stacks and book bins enough to house 
the complete collection. 

3. There should be adequate work 
space and equipment for acquisition, 
maintenance, and distribution of library 
materials.

SCHOOL LIBRARY ASSOCIATION OF CALIFORNIA ANNUAL MEETING 


BARBARA COPE, State Secretary 


The thirteenth annual state meeting of 
the School Library Association of Cali- 
fornia was held in Stockton, November 
14-15, 1953, in conjunction with the 
Reading Conference of CLA. The con- 
ference began with a luncheon co-spon- 
sored by the section for work with boys 
and girls, CLA. At this luncheon and at 
all subsequent functions State President 
Thomas Murry presided. Mrs. Bertha Hel- 
lum, State Library, and George Roehr, 
State Department of Education, reported 
on the “Books on Exhibit” experiment. 
Two sets of new books chosen from sev- 
eral publishers are available on the loan 
basis to any school district upon request. 
The purpose is to make new books avail- 
able for examination before purchase. It 
was urged that maximum use be made of 
the service this year. If this experiment 
is successful, plans will be made for some 
other sponsor since the State Library and 
the State Department of Education will 


not carry on after this year. 


Dr. Walter Loban, Assistant Professor 
of Education, University of California, 
Berkeley, the main luncheon speaker 
spoke on the “Influence of the School 
Curriculum on Book Selection.” He dis- 
cussed the positive and negative forces in 
our civilization today and their influence 
on book selection. To answer the question 
how instruction may be given to all ability 
groups he mentioned the individually 
guided reading program method and dis- 
cussed the unit method of instruction in 
in detail. In conclusion, Dr. Loban indicat- 
ed how the forces in our civilization to- 
day and these methods of instruction in- 
fluence book selection by: increased use 


of a wider variety of books, increased at- 
tention to problems about adolescence and 
a development of a set of standards for 
book selection. 

The evening banquet was highlighted 
by a speech “Adventures in Folklore” by 
Dr. Hector Lee, Dean of Instruction, 
Chico State College. By using examples 
he explained how folklore adds signifi- 
cance to our immediate environment, 
gives us an x-ray view our our culture 
itself, promotes tolerance for others, 
creates an awareness of our common herit- 
age, emphasizes the worth of the indiv- 
dual, and is a fine discipline in thinking. 


During the business meeting Sunday 
morning, Elizabeth Bantz, bulletin editor, 
reported on future issues of the Bulletin 
and read the recommendations of last 
year’s bulletin editor for improving the 
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publication. The state president was 
authorized to appoint a committee to 
study the Bulletin situation and to recom- 
mend necessary action for improvement. 
Helen Bullock, CTA representative, ask- 
ed that we consider the possibility of 
electing Our representative to that asso- 
ciation for three calendar years. Since this 
takes a constitutional amendment the 
change will not be completed until the 
next annual meeting. 


The balance of the meeting was devot- 
ed to the report of Mrs. Maurine Hardin, 
state legislative chairman. She gave pro- 
gress reports on tentative standards for 
school libraries, state school library con- 
sultant services and school surveys. The 
county school standards were presented at 
this time, and they will be printed in the 
January issue of the SLAC Bulletin. Since 
AASL is working on a revision of national 
standards, it was suggested that we work 
on our standards more intensively, with- 
holding final adoption until the national 
standards are released. It was agreed that 
this was the best action and the state presi- 
dent was authorized to appoint a state- 
wide committee to study our tentative 
standards and to come to the next state 
meeting with definite recommendations 
for final decision on adoption. In addition, 
each section was asked to hold special 
meetings on these standards. It was sug- 
gested that we continue our demands for 
school library consultant and urge support 
for the children’s librarian consultant. The 
president was authorized to appoint a rep- 
resentative committee to obtain the neces- 
sary support for our demands. It was dis- 
cussed and decided that we not consider 
any survey of library services other than 
the one already being conducted under 
the auspices of the State Department of 
Education and the California State Library.

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MAKING FRIENDS WITH THE LIBRARY 





ANITA HERRICK, Curriculum Librarian, San Diego County Schools 


How can upper grade boys and girls in 
rural areas, remote from libraries, learn the 
library skills they will need as pupils in 
large high schools? These youngsters from 
small elementary schools, which vary in 
size from the nulti-graded classroom to 
the twelve-teacher school, need to make 
many adjustments when they enter large 
high schools. The library can be a familiar 
friend if the student had made an earlier 
acquaintance with it. 

Four years ago teachers of seventh and 
eighth graders in San Diego County asked 
the school library service of the county 
superintendent's office for help to solve 
this problem. Since that time many teach- 
ers have been bringing groups of upper 
grade children to the central county school 
library for experiences in using a large 
library. San Diego County has an area of 
over 4,200 square miles, and many sec- 
tions are far removed from metropolitan 
centers. It was not surprising to find that 
many of the youngsters who came had 
never before visited any kind of library, 
while others had borrowed books from 
small branches of the county library. The 
program developed by the librarians of 
the county schools library service and 
their teachers was designed to help the 
children learn some basic skills and feel 
at home in a large library. 

Informality and friendliness is the key 
approach in this program of learning to 
use the library. The first steps are usually 
a teacher librarian conference and some 


classroom study of how to use a library. 
The group of seventh or eighth graders 
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then visits the school library where they 
are greeted by one of the librarians who 
introduces them to the library. 

The aim of this introduction is to ex- 
plain simply and entertainingly the loca- 
tion of materials. Charts, films and author 
and title games are brought into use. 
After a brief explanation of the parts of 
the library, the system of keeping books 
of the same subject in one location is dis- 
cussed. A large chart showing the divi- 
sions of human knowledge and classifica- 
tion numbers is shown. The ten general 
classifications are explained with emphasis 
only on subjects of interest to the class. 
Aviation, animal stories, stamp collecting, 
scouting, and biography are mentioned 
specifically. The key to the library—the 





card catalogue—and its easy secrets are 
described. Students are encouraged to ask 
questions at any time during the ex- 


planation. 


The class is then divided into two 
groups. Half of the pupils are taken into 
another room to see the film, Know Your 
Library, which dramatizes the explana- 
tion they have just heard. A librarian goes 
with them to answer their questions dur- 
ing and after the film. The other half of 
the class receives slips of paper with ques- 
tions about authors, titles and subjects. 
This is introduced as the can you find? 
game. Pupils then try to locate the mate- 
rials and to find the information called 
for on their slips. They use the card cata- 
logue and the shelves, and if they meet 
difficulties, they are helped by a librarian 
or their teacher. After twenty minutes the 








groups exchange so that all the children 
see the film as well as practice locating 
books on the shelves. 

A brief browsing period follows during 
‘hich the pupils may look for books to 
t. .e back to school with them. This is the 
time librarians wish they had more science 
fiction and more material on horses and 
jet planes! Finally the group assembles 
fur any last minute questions they may 
have. About two hours after their arrival, 
the pupils are boarding the bus for the 
return trip. 

The librarians evaluate each visit care- 
fully, seeking ways to make this brief 
instruction period more meaningful. Snags 
are always present, even with the most 
careful planning. Not only do individual 
pupils have different needs and abilities, 


but each group has a different readiness 
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for the activity. Since this is an experience 
activity, not all possibilities and difficul- 
ties can be anticipated. And, of course, 
the school library must continue operating 
during the two-hour period. For example, 
books chosen for the can you find? game 
must be selected for interest and grade 
level. These are then planted on the 
shelves just before the class arrives to 
assure their availability. Since seventy- 
five per cent of the books are constantly 
circulating, this brings up a real problem. 
Another difficulty arises from the inabil- 
ity of some children to alphabetize to the 
second and third letter so that they are 
handicapped in their search for the proper 
drawer in the catalogue. 

Teachers, librarians and children feel 
that this growing program is a success 
and should be continued. Certainly it be- 
gan from a real need felt. by teachers and 
children and without fanfare from the 
library. This is an example of how a 
county office can make its own facilities 
available as a resource to teachers who 
wish to expand their classrooms . 

If students leave with the picture of 
the library as a warm, friendly place 
where the finding of books is no mystery, 
this lesson has fulfilled its purpose.
